Nearly  half  the  steel  for  the 
world’s  largest  cyclotron,  the  Uni- 
versity of  California’s  4,900-ton 
atom-smasher,  has  been  put  into 

place. 

A total  of  3,700  tons  of  steel,  as 
much  as  is  used  in  one  of  Uncle 
Sam’s  cruisers,  will  go  into  the 
magnet  alone. 

When  the  magnet  is  finished  in 
lApril,  work  will  begin  on  a building 
to  house  the  cyclotron,  with  the 
machine  expected  to  be  in  opera- 
tion by  thd  fall  of  1942. 

Professor  E.  O.  Lawrence,  in- 
ventor of  the  cyclotron,  expects  the 
new  machine  to  open  new  worlds  in 
science.  It  will  bombard  atoms  with 
a beam  of  atomic  particles  travel- 
ing at  60,000  miles  a second,  which 
corresponds  to  100,000,00  electron 
volts  of  energy.

Last  evening  the  University  - Community^ 
lecture  association  heard  one  of  the  rriost  out- 
standing lectures  given  m the  Provo  tabernacle 
when  Sir  Norman  Angell,  former  British  Parlia- 
ment member  and  Nobel  Peace  Prize  Winner 
spoke-  on  world  conditions. 

His  crystal-clear  method  of  pre- 
sentation, with  his  patient  modesty 
and  courage,  cause  him  to  be  rec- 
ognized as  the  foremost  authority 
in  the  world  on  the  general  prob- 
lem of  international  relations.  As 
a friend  described  him,  “Sir  Nor- 
man Angell  is  a mystic  disguised  as 
a rationalist.  In  appearance  he  is 
applying  the  cold,  clear  light  of 
rational,  scientific  methods  to  cer- 
tain economic  and  moral  problems 
of  international  relations.  In  .reality, 
behind  his  destructive  criticism  of 
old  political  and  international  doc- 
trines, he  is  building  up  a great 
constructve  theory  of  human  rela- 
tionships.” 

Last  night  he  did  an  extraordin- 
arily useful  job  in  explaining  tne 
monstrous  events  .now  unrolling  in 
the  world.

Singers  Praise 
Utah’s  Scenery

"America?  Oh  we  love  it!”  was 
the  enthusiastic  response  of  Viola 
Morris  and  Victoria  Anderson,  who 
sang  in  the  Tabernacle  Wednesday. 

“The  Utah  scenery  is  marvelous, 
especially  that  near  Provo.” 

“The  Upper  Campus  of  the  uni- 
versity is  beautiful.” 

Miss  Morris  wrinkled  her  nose 
with  a smile,  “We  were  told  to 
notice  the  many  tall  fair  men  in 
Utah,  and  indeed  we  have.” 

Australian  born,  Miss  Anderson 
and  Miss  Morris  went  to  England 
to  study  as  soloists.  “It  was  our 
singing  master  who  persuaded  us  to 
team  together  and  sing  duets,”  ex- 
plained Miss  Anderson,  “but  of 
course  we  still  sing  solo  also.” 

Miss  Morris  sings  soprano,  and 
Miss  Anderson  contralto. 

There  are  very  few  professional 
vocal  duet  teams  today.  Miss 
Morris  and  Miss  Anderson  how- 
ever present  numbers  with  remark- 
able coordination  of  both  mood  and 
phrasing. 

“We  sing  some  songs  that  were 
written  centuries  ago  — as  far 
back  as  one  hundred  years  before 
Bach,”  said  Miss  Morris,  “songs 
that  were  especially  written  for  two 
people  to  sing.” 

This  charming  duo  gave  their 
first  professional  performance  in 
London  in  1933.  From  there  they 
toured  to  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
Dutch  East  Indies,  Hong  Kong, 
China,  .Honolulu  Hawaii,  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  They  arriv- 
ed here  about  a year  ago.
